THE NORTHERN CONFEDERACY. 
ADEATIAM LINCOLN, PRUSIDENT. 

Abranaio Lincoln, President of the Northern eonfederas 
(Yon, was born in Kentucky, Fob, 19,1809. Hr ancers 
orm, Dolonging to tho ecckty of Frienda, originally eat 
Hed to Bucks county, Pennsylvania, whenca thoy removed 
to Virgiaia, and qubscqaently cottled in Kentacky, whera 
tho subject of this memolr wan Gret {ntrodoced on tho 
ftogo of Jifo, Mr. Jincola, imbued ith tho wan- 
dering proclivitics of bia’ ancestry, .n00u remoy- 
cd to Spencer county, Indluna, whero ho re- 
maingd fer fourteen yotrs. To boro recalyed 
fA Jimlted education, In 1620 our aubject removed to Ne 
nota, Sborjly afterwarda ho served an eaplala in a r0- 
Biment of voluntocra in tho wer against Hlick Hawk, 
After suntaining a defeat, Ja 1883, for tha Lrgtaainre, ho 
vwasclected to that body for tha threo succooding torma 
by thowhlg party. During his torm he studiod law, and 
subscquently engayed in praetico at Springcld, althougtr 
Ali! €ovotiog great attention to poltles, sorviog aa whlig 
lector in gaveral Prceiden al ebcetiona.

MANNIDAL HAMLIN, VICK YRUSLDET. 

Hannibal Hamlin, tho Vico President, wos born ja

Loglslataro from 1696 to 1840; was clected a repeccenta~

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 


Scwpar, March 3, 1861. 

The foreign commerce of this port continues to 
exhibit the same favorable features that havo 
marked {t for the past three or four months, ‘Tho 
imports for the week are nearly $2,000,000 less than 
those for the corresponding week last year, the 
falling off being confined cutirely to dry goods, 
while the Imports of general merchandise even 
show anincrease. The weekly exports sro twice 
‘as large os those for the corresponding week last 


yenr, and more than three times . greater 
than’ those for. the same’ week in. 185: 
and the aggregato exports since the Ist 


January, for the three yoars, bear about tho same 
proportion to cach other. The specie export of 
the week was trifling, being principally to Havana. 
Tho dry goods jobbers have been pretty actively 
employed daring tho past week in supplying the 
Southern demand, merchants in Charleston, S3- 
vapnab,’ Mobile ond New Orleans having mado 
extensive purchases in Order to ayoid the duties 
imposed by the new tariff of the Southern Con- 
fedérate States on goods bought after the Ist inst.

A very futeresting chronological history of po:

Tho ordinan- 
ccs of the seceding States, the account of the sclz- 
uro ef the public property, and the proceedings of 
the Conventions and legislative bodies ia the 
Bonthern States, aro valuable at the present time, 
and will enable the render to forma correct idea 
‘of the present condition of the country. 

By the way of San Francisco we have come in 
teresting items of intelligence from the Sandwich 
Islands. Tito comual stattatics show that thero 
has been s large felling off in the staple products 
of the Islands during tho past yoar; a decrease in 
imports of $332,090, in exports of $128,000, and in 
expor:s of domestic produce of $148,000. The 
falling off in the domestic produce is by some per- 
sons attributed to blight, and by others to the 
financial policy of the goverament. ‘The last cen- 
sus gives Honoiolu a population of 12,405 natives 
snd half caste, 1,616 foreigners and their children, 
and 285 Chinamen. The exportation of Hawaiian

‘The Inaaguralof Mrs Kdncoln. 

This doy is tho 4th of March—n day which 
bas beon looked forward to with intenge anxie- 
ty by the country. It is tho day of inaugu- 
ration, when the President elect becomes Pre- 
sident de facto. The ceremony will take place 
attwelyo o'clock, and Mr. Lincola, like Mr. 
Duchanan, will deliver his inaugural before 
taking the oath of office, Never sinco the for- 
mation of the government was an inauguration 
doy inveeted with 60 much of gloom. There fa 
no longer apy apprehension of disturbance at 
the cupital; but tho little cloud “the size of 
4 man’s hand” which appeared in the Southern 
horizon on thomorning aftor the Gth of Novembor 
has grown and spread and becomo darker and 
darker, Ul now the whole Southern heavens 
are overcast, and tempeat seems almost inevita- 
ble. ‘Tho clouds at the North, too, have been 
yer since gathering and growing blacker, and 
moving forward in denso masses charged with 
electricity. It only necds a word and a blow 
from ono man to produce a collision and make 
the theory of tho irropressible conflict a fearful

practical reality, A word. alone moy bo aufli- 
cient o precipitate tho antagonistic elements 
upon each, other, but, followed up by a blow, 
the result is gortain. ; 

No President of the United States has ever 
beon inaugurated under such circumstances 
before, Itisanew era in the history of the 
country—an nnprecedented result of a Preai- 
dential election. It is tho first time that a 
party organized on an issno involving a eon- 
troverted question of morals and religion—a 
party organized moreover on a purely sectional 
issue, in opposition to the institutions of 
fifteen States, divided by a geographical line 
from tho other States—wns enabled to elect its 
candidate to role over the wholo Union, in- 
cluding those fifteen Southern States, not one 
of which gave him a vote. Upon this danger- 
ous issuo, therefore, Mr. Lincoln has beon 
borne into power by a party whose princi- 
ples are antagonistic to the principles of the 
people—whose combined opposition standa 
recorded in the ratio of threo and a half to one- 
The populor yote for Mr. Lincoln was 1,865,840. 
The wholo voto was 4,739,982, The oficial 
voto oguinst him wos thus 2,874,142, If from 
those who voted for him we deduct the whigs 
and conservatives, who morely desired a 
change, and did not intend to endorse tho 
Chicago platform, and who if they had to vote 
now would throw their siiffrages in a very 
diferent direction, the strictly republican 
‘vote was about one million, against upwards of 
3,700,000 opposed to the Ohicago platform. 
Yet it bas been claimed, ever since the election, 
that the small republican minority have a right 
to enforce their policy over the large majority, 
to tho overthrow of the constitution, to the dis. 
ruption of the confederacy, and even to civil 
war. 

‘The result was that Stato after State seceded 
at the South, till at length a now confederation 
was formed and a new government is estab- 
lished at Montgomery. But it was earnestly 
hoped by every putriotio heart that the teaders 
of the republican party would be induced, from 
tho necessity'of the case, to consent to such 
guarantees and gecuritics to the Sonthern 
States as were ealoulated to bring the secedors 
back and prevent tho rest from following their 
example, Instead of this, however, they have 
ecome morear4imore violent every uy, so 
jeoting every concession and even the moucratc 
Compromises proposed in the border States 
Peace Convention. 

In consequence of the soothing tone of 
tho speeches of Mr. Seward, who, it was 
Known, wes to be Premior {a Mr, Lin- 
coln’s Cabinet, expectations of modera- 
tion were formed which are now dashed to 
earth by Mr. Seward’s recent votes. And Mr. 
Lincoln himself, who had remained silent at 
‘Springfield when the people demanded his voice 
to still the rising storm, hss lately spoken in 
words not calculated to reassure the country 
or dispereo the clouds of war sweeping over- 
head. According to our best information, he- 
persists in tho revolutionary doctrines of the 
Chicago platform as the practical policy of bis 
administration, and will nelther make nor ud- 
vise concessions. ‘The radics) wing of the re- 
publican party appears to heve provailed over 
the moderates, aa the Jacobins in the French 
Revolution prevailed over the Girondists of the 
party, and from the inaugural, therefore, to-day, 
nothing conciliatory is to be expected. 

Now, if the tone of this official manifesto 
should turn out to be of the nature indicated 
by all our intelligence from Washington—hold- 
ing out the sword and not the olive brauch— 
and if that be the real oxpreseion of the new 
President’s ecrgiments and the veritable pro- 
gratome of bis policy, ard not merely a bait to 
gain some point from the ultras of bis own 
perty, which would be playing an extremely 
fooli:!s part, the ceremony to-day will be not 
only ile imsuguration of a President, but the in- 
avguratinn of civil war, and it will glvo birth 
to a new + zeryativo party at the North which 
Will utioyiy sont ond destroy the republican 
party, horse, foot acd artillery. Mr. Lincola 
bad a glorious game in his hands, but we fear 
be has Jost it forever. He might haye saved 
the country and become second only to Wash- 
ington in the hearts of the people; a few hours 


will tell whether he is the man for the occa- 
sion. 


Fatore of mun Cowprosasrs.—This is the 
last day of the present Congress, and after all 
the protracted discussion on tho great difficulty 
now afflicting tbo country, what has it effected 
in the direotion of a settlement? The Scnate 
met last night at even o'clock, and before they 
ndjourn will probably adopt the Corwin reso- 
lution, amending the constitution eo as to pre 
clude Congressional interferonce with slavery 


in the States where it now exista The repub- 
Vicans will no doubt go for this resolution; but 
that is no more than can bo expected from 
them, because thoy only claim to deal with the 
slave question in the Territories at present, and 
not in tho States, and thus they can afford to 
bumbug the South by accepting the Cormin 
amendment 

‘The House meets to-day at ten o'clock; but 
as this will be the lost hour of its life—as it 
ceases ils official existence at twelve o’clock— 
it is not to be expected that anything will be 
done by that body towards saving the country. 
‘Thus at noon to-day o ne. Aministration will 
be inaugurated—a new 0 < of things will be 
established, withont suything having been ao- 
‘complished by all the Union loving men through 
out the entire country to settle the existing 
dificulties. Mr. Lincoln will then find—ss be 
Lins said in his apevch at Springficld—that he 
has to commence « task greater than that whick 
Tell te the lot of Wasbingtoa.

Tho Southern confederacy, it appears, has 
already decided upon most of the Gasacial, 
military, naval and postal measures necessary 
toils defence and consolidation. It has au- 
thorized tho issue of a loan of $16,000,000 to 
provide for the immediate wants of the govern- 
bas adopted moasures for tho forma- 
tion of a small navy sufficient to protect its bar- 
ors and consts; it has organized an army of 
30,000 drilled men, and it hss laid in an immonso 
supply of provisions and breadatuffs, thus giving 
the ie to the republican organs which.have 
Ucen telling their readers at the North that the 
Sonthern people wera alresdy beginning to 
suffer from want of food, and would soon bo 
slurvedinto submission. This accounts for the 
large amountof gold which has found its way to 
the Northwest, and which has been to s certain 
extent benefitting us here by helping to allevi- 
ato the embarrassments occasioned to the mer. 
cantile community by tho stringency of the 
money market. 

In addition to these, the Southern Congress 
bos paseed goveral other measures which attest 
its foresight and self-reliance. It bas adopted 
8 tariff provisional in its application, but which 
will answer its purpose by giving thenew gov- 
ernment a portion of the revenue that it will re- 
quire, Tho national loan of $15,000,000, which 
bas only been emitted within s few days, bas, it 
is stated, been all taken up. In addition to this, 
Georgia has sppropriated $1,090,000, South 
Carolina $675,009, Louisiana $500,000, and Ala- 
bama $500,000, for tho necessities of the con- 
federation. It is amply supplied with maui- 
ns of war; for, a3 the Northern journals 
have been taking cere to inform the publio, the 
seceding States have seized on war matériel, 
belonging to the nation, amounting in value 
to about $20,000,000, but which, it is 
(me, they offer to pay ao reasonable 
price for whon the accounts between the two 
governments come to be squared up, if that 
chould ever take place. In point of military 
organization they have beén equally favored, 
having eccured the nuclens for a splon- 
did army and navy through the resigna- 
tion of the numerons military ond naval 
officors enumerated in the list which we 
published yestordsy, and who comprise 
como of the best officers in the service, 
the greater part of them haying been educated 
at West Point, or on board tho national vessels, 
In mattera of interngl economy tho South- 
ern government has sat us an cxample which it 
would have been well for us if we bad long 
since initiated ourselves. It has decided, for 
instance, to maka its postal service self-sustain- 
ing; and in order to equalize its receipts and 
expenditures it proposes to discontinue all 
useless contracts, abolish post offices that are 
an expense, do away with tho system of 
free mewepaper oxchenges and the frack- 


tho Department ‘Thus it wil bo sven | 
that statesmanlike views have presided over 
the preliminary measures of the new Southera 
government, and that it ia arming itself for all 
contingencies. In the seceded States men seem 
to be animated by but one spirit, owing lo the 
failuro in Congress of « settlement of the exist- 
ing difiloulties, and they entertain strong hopes 
now, we fear destined to be reslized, thet they 
will be joined by the border States 

Suoh ere the condition and prospects of the 
new Southern confederation on this 4th of 
Murch, 1861—a day likely to prove one of the 
most memorable in hietory. 

On the other hand we have the Northern con- 
federation, which is to inaugurate the Presi- 
dent elect to-lay. The new government, if 
it is not openly and boldly in favor of 
coercion, is in hopes of settling the differences 
between North and South by attempting to re~ 
take the federol forts and to collect the reve- 
nue by means of a blockade of the Southern 
coast Iis leadere, it is true, protest aguinst 
these measures being considered in the light of 
coercion; but this is a distinction without 
a difference. The mere attempt to nse 
forco will precipilate tke country into 
a bloody struggle between men of the same 
race end lineage, and who, if they could 
only be tunght lo think so, bave interests 
in every respect identical. Nor will this con- 
flict be confined to hoatilities betyveen the North 
and South. Here in the North there will be a 
division between the redical portion of the re- 
publicans constituting onu party, and the con 
seryative elements rezolying themselves into 
another; and whilst oli this is going on the’ ai- 
ministration will bo weakened by dissensions 
in the Cabinet, resulting from the efforts of the 
extremists to crash out the more moderate, as 
Well as from tho jealousiey and heartbuznings 
Growing out of the distribution of the spdils of 
office. 

Such is the aspect presented by the two con- 
federacies as thoy stand to-day. Before a wook 
passes the worst anticipalions to which the pre- 
parations on both sides point may be realized. 
Should the edministration of Mr. Lincoln at- 
temptto cerry out its indicated intention of 
coercion, we ehall at once flu ourselves in the 
midst of a crisis the most dacgerous and mo- 
mentous that bas ever sgitated the mind of & 
people

Tee Arrroacaixa Exxorioxs ry Naw Exo 
tasp—A Test op rus Porvtar Wirt.—Tho 
opproaching elections for members of Congress 
in three of the New England States are franght 
with deop import in tho present oritical con- 
dition of tho country, and the result thereof 
Will go far to prove the true sentiments of the 
peoplo of that section in the question at issuc 
bétween tho North and South. Without exag- 
Beration we may gaz thet they are the most Im- 
portant loosl clections which have over takon 
place, because the future destinies of the coun- 
try, as fer as they aro involved in tha decision 
of the existing vexed queation of compromise 
or cosrelon, are in a great moasuro dopondent 
upon tho results. 

The election in Now Hampshire comes off 
Girst—on tho 12th doy of this month. The 
Connectiout olection followa on the Ist of 
April, and that of Rhode Island on the 3d 
of tho came month. In those threo contests 
tho isme will bo fairly pat to the popular 
voice. The republican politicians scem de- 
termined to teat the question of the Chicago 
platform, pure and simple, and the doctrine of 
non-compromise and coercion with tho people, 
of thogo States, and they aro now sotivoly at 
work upon that issue, The battle has already 
commenced, and it remains to be sce whether 
they will bo custained by the popular will 
Wo may expeet'to witness a lorgo developement 
of patriotism ond no little oxcitement displayed 
on the occasion in all of the three States; but 
the Connecticut election is tho most important 
of all, becauge three out of the four republican 
members of tho present Congress havo beon 
ronominsted by their party, and theso men are 
known to be violently in opposition to any 
measures of compromise or conciliation—honco 
the verdict of the peoplo for or against their 
re-election will be a very fair representation of 
public opinion upon the vital question of the 
day. 

Thode Island, too, has recently taken o 
very important stop in a measure which may 
command an expression of opinion from the 
people. The Senate paszed a resolution in- 
structing tho two United States Scnators in 
Congress to go for compromise, but the As- 
eembly killed the rezolution by a tic vote, 
‘Thus the voters of the State will, therefore, 
haye an opportunity of pronouncing upon this 
eubject by the disposition of their franchises at 
the approaching election. 

In every view, then, these clections must be 
considered of vital moment, inasmuch as their 
results may decido the question whothor this 
confederacy is to bo split into two parts, and 
whether the Southern confederacy tis to bo 
established as a eeparate nation, with all the 
horrors of civil war threatening us in te 
future, in the event of tho adoption of a 
coercive policy on the part of the new admin- 
istration. It will, in short, be a contest bo- 
tween tho republican politicians and tho peo- 
ple; and the latter baye a grave question to 
decide.

Six Southorn States 
abandoned their allegiance to a government 
which wassoon to bo administored by the 
chiefs of this party, who were chosen according 
to the provisions of the constitution, but 
ogainst the majority of the popular vote, Hos- 
tile attitudes were assumed by the ceceding 
States, who seized the properly of the general 
government, and the federal authorities, whose 
duty it was to protect it; but immediate collis- 
ion was suspended by the forbearance of the 
Executive, in the hope that some compromise 
would be effected which might spare the shed- 
ding of fraternal blood. Remonstrancea poured 
ia from all eections of the country against 
the inauguration of coercive messures. State 
atures proposed compromise aud concilia- 
tion; a Peage Conference met at Washing- 
ton; Congress talked by the hour over the af 
fairs of the nation; financial disaster pressed 
hard upon every mercantile interest; threats of 
an attack upon (he federal capital caused the 
concentration of a strong military force there; 
and while in many quarters voices were raised 
for peace, preparations wero making for. war.

Ata mooting hold at 
tho Bank of Charleston last week, proposals 
wore received from Mr. A.M. Welr, © large 
London capitalist, and Messrs. Laird & Co., 
the well known shipbuilders, offering to raise 
in Grest Britain half the amouat nevassary to 
secure the establishment of a direct lino of 
steamships between Charleston and Liverpool. 
It is proposed that @ joint stock company shall 
be formed in England under tho limited lin- 
bility ct, in which the Charleston aha 
holdors will bo placed on the samo footing with 
all olbers, The company once formed, three 
iron vorew propellors are to bo built and run 
as @ regular lice between Charleston and Liver- 
pool. Lt is intended that thoy shall be of 1,800 
tons measurement und 250 horse power, with 
capecity for 4,000 bales of cotton, taking tho 
bale ot 440 Ibs. ‘The total cost of each steamer, 
it Is caloalated, will not amount to more than 
$235,000, or $705,000 fur the three, the propor- 
tion to be raised by tho people of Charleston 
being $225,000. The proposal has been warmly 
taken up by the leading merchants ‘of that 
city, and a committee bas been appointed to 
solicit eubzcriptions. 

It would be premature to enter into an in- 
vestigation of the merits of this scheme until 
wo sco how the appeal made to the Charleston 
capitalints will be responded to. Of ono thing, 
however, there can be no question—that the 
establishment of the line will at once bring the 
calculations of the republican extremists to tho 
test, Should the incoming administration at- 
tempt to carry ont a polloy of coercion against 
the Sonth, it must immediately bring it 
into collision with Great Britain. Tho 
vogrela of the company being own- 
ed in moicty by English shareholders, 
any attempt to lay an embargo on them will be 
regarded, if not as an act of’ direct hostility, at 
all events a8 a case for demages. Under such 
circumstances, the threatened blockade of the 
Southern ports will be practically inoperative, 
and will affect only the ressels'of those govern- 
ments which are too weak: to force it. Its main 
object—that of preventing Southern staples 
being sent direct to England—will be defeated, 
and thus one of the principal meens of coercion 
relied upon will fail the new administration at 
the start.
